From the beginning in the Apoſtles dayes, t bis myitery of int« 
quity (now neere finiſbt ) began 10 work, If any bee ignorant, 
what that s St, Chryloſtome tells bim, By chis myſtery of 
iniquity every perverſe D >&rine is underſtood. Al/o at the 
time of King Edward the 6. at this Nations bappy and ge- 
ner ll converſion , the Schiſmatickes ſwarmed in their conven- 
ticles ; of whom tht reverend F atber Mr.Latimer complaines 
in div.r; of bis Sermons, an cbiefly of the Ansbaptiſt , whom 
that blefſed man c 11s a curſed Set, Fn © veen Elizabeths reigne 
they grew bolder, aſſ wilting ber with Petitions fo rude and im- 
partnnate, « in effelt they commanded ber to take dormne the 
whole frame of Church- government, and ſet it up again by their 
dircFions , to which moſt neceſſary duty rbey ſaid, ſhe war 
bound, they baving from Gd 4 commiſſim by a private calling, 
| to ſunman ber toit. All which being duly confidered by that 


wiſe 
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wiſe Lady, and ber diſcerning Concel, ſhe wat pleaſed to ſend 
tboſe peremptory demanders with 4 gracious reference, to Atv. .

moment. T beir fellowes afterward! attempted upon our late So-

it appeares, that all times bawe been fruitfall in Hereſtes, and 

much more tbeſe, which being the laſt, are likely to bring fortb 

notbing elſe, but endanger, if it were poſſible, the very eleQ, by 

their Lecirfwineſe and cruelty.

T hirdly,with the Humſe of Lords to wb wn I evilh alt Longoms, 
I have not preſumed to interme/1-!le. furt veg ther; my buen)! pr ay= 
ers, that God in bis mercy will b: pleaſed to deliver thn fr 1m the 
chains which in all wiſe mnt apprevenſions, bind th: 45:4 the 
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kingdome 42 affrighting inconeniencer, that ſo ( being conſor1ed 
again with their fellow-peers,and recovering their native luſtre) 
they may ſbine once more like bright ſtars in the bigb firmament 
of majeſty : whereas the ſtream now of generall opinton runs cur- 
rant, that rather by ſome private enforcement then wi-!, their 
preſence bath been 4/l this while compelled, to ſmooth over,and ſet

Fourthly, wbereas by a Thraſonicall oftent ation , they endeere

Never ſtole fire from Heaven with 
Promethem, nor durſt like the bold Aſtro- 
nomer, adventure with a hand ro filch 
Gods ſecrers ouc of the hidden Cabinet of 
his Decrees ; and then (fa ing the Srarres 
hid given them, whoſe aflaRes | deny 
not , nor any thing that is common with

| maſt eicher be filenc, or acknowledge that his Majcſties fortunes were 
wonde! fully engaged upon that nights ſuccetle, which adminiſtred ſafe 
palſage ro his wel! advited departure. 

To clcese this Queſtion more fully, ic will be requiſite that wee re- 
gard in the King at chat time, his diſpoficion, his preparative, his hopes. 
All which are of deepe Confideration, if his enemies affirme as they 
doe, his going away to be malicious, uacoacted, and with a purpoſe ro 
raiſe warie. ; 

That he was filizs Regu pacifici, none can deny, and that he inheri- 
ted his Fathers minde with his Kingdomes, eſpecially in that particu- 
lar of his care, to preſerve peace with all men, faire, and unſpotted, 
his whole Reigne : quiet and without diſturbance to his neighbours, 
and pleafanr,and proficable to his Subjects, have ſufficiently witnelled. 
As for thoſe caſual blemiſhes of Ca/cs and Kees , which were the paſſi- 
ons, <nds, and ambitions of a Subjett, they were chietly by the Kings 
yeelding n2rure :; and the hand of diligent Counſell, preſencly wiped 
off againe. Iaſomuch, as to other Realmes, blaſted with the lightning 
of diviſion, and hate, this of ours, together with her King, ſeemed to 
be rockt in the happy Cradle, of an everlaſting concord, and love, till 
the ſworne enemy of Man, by his balcfu!l inſtruments, pride and co- 
vetouſaeſfie, rhe unthankfull ſurfeirs of pienty and eaſe, awaked us to 
offences, and him to lay hand vpon his ſword of Juſtice : which how 
cafily he ungraſped the firſt, and ſheathed againe the ſecond time, the 
rwo Northerne Expeditions , have faithfully declared ; wherein his 
Highnefſe was pleaſed rather to bury infinit ſummes of money, with 
much military Glory, than proceed to the deſtroion of his haughty 
Rebells, the invading Scots, although nothing could be more odious, 
to imparciall eyes, than theii inſolent behaviour, nor obvious to un- 
pafſionate judgements, than the Kings advantage at that time, and 
power to puniſh chem ; at leaſt,jf the hollow voyce of Contradidtion, 
conveyed into both the Exyiyb Armies, t h a Golden Trunke, 
did not whiſper continually to ſome of the chiefe Commanders, and 
charme them to fruſtrate thoſe moſt necetlary and coſtly prepara- 
tONS. 

Give Truth leave ro draw a littlg neerer yet, and ſerve a Writ of 
Enquiry upon his Adverſaries own Conſciences, who have been either 
principall Coatrivers, or Aors, in this uproare for the Cauſe, the 
Parliament ir ſelfe cannqg be excuſed, but muſt needs lay down their 
grudging Teſtimony at Ne Kings feer, and ſubmir themſelves, though 
grudgingly, to this Confeſſion, that in pardoning their vanquiſhr Ar- 
mes, he hath more than once acted his parr, to the utmolt height of a

ll Clemency : for which race benefic of ſparing ſo many forfeited 
lives, his Majeſty gave his friends occaſion ro hh nd grieve: 
and his enemies to be hardned in their miſchievous courſe : making 
this pity of his ſo often repeated, and urreriy undeler'ud,a new argu- 
ment co convince him of weaknefle, and inſnfficiency ro Governe, ez- 
ther in peace or watre. 

Secondly, All preparatives to warre, conliſt of mer, money, a Ma- 
gazin,and Townes ready fortified. For the fiit of theſe, 1 am aſhamed 
10 remember how ſlenderly one of the moſt noble Monarchs of Chri- 
ſtendome was attended at i/mdſore, rather with Harpies to devoure, 
than men ficted co doe him any eftcAuall ſervice. Thirdly, his Maga- 
zins and money he left behinde him in the ſure Cuſtody of thoſe who 
were ſhortly ro become his rivalls in rht Governmeat. And fourthly, 
on Townes of defence ; the Ki\ngdome could not or. would nor atford 

im One. 

Thicdly, any ceafonable man may judge, what his hopes could poſ- 
ſibly aime, by praiſing alterations , who being ſhouldred from his 
wife, children, ſervants and meanes, or whatſoever elſe might be cald 
deere and precivus : all quitred to the entire pofictiion of chem that 
hated him, without addreſiing his Complaints to ſtrangers, or invitim 
forraigne Aides to affilt him, h:d no r left, bur was forſt to = 
himſelfe, for poore meate an quiet lodging, into the Armes and be- 
nevolence of one trembling Cir1e, and a few dovubtfull friends, and at 
a time too, when it was hardly counted lawfull for SubjeRts to relieve 
their Soveraignes neceffiries, wich a confident enterrainment, withoue 
manifelt reproach, the blot of a Malignant, and many orher hurrfull 
Accidents, inſeparably joyned to that new crime, and moſt profitable 
tion, Delinquency. 

Let no man hereafter perſiſt obſtinately agamſt fenſe, Truth,and his 
own Intelle&t , co mainnine, that the King differted his Parliament, 
nor impute that folly to his Prince , whereof no SubjeR in his right 
wits was ever guilty, leaft ir be diſcerned by the Jaundies of his face, 
whart diſeaſe he is-defperanety ficke of :. an uacurable over-flowing of 
the Gall : for I dare boidly affirme, that wheever,in a ſtorme of raine 
and thunder, leapes ſuddenly out of a high Caſemenr from his fire 
pallace, and fights for a roome in an old ruinous houfe, ready to fall 
on his head, does it, as beleeving that pallace to be undermined, or 
ſhrinking in the rage of implacable fires, or is otherwiſe urged by the 
fury of ſome terrifying Accident within, or if any fly from an appro- 
ved Good that he Joves, ro an apparent evill that his ſoale hates : his 
AIighr is queſtionlefle commanded by feare, apd ſavours,neicher of the 
minds lenity, nor finiſter Counſell, bur plaine extremity. Alluding rc 


the Proverbe : He muſt needs goe whom toe Devill drives : By all which 
it is evident, that his Majeſties departore coald not be voluntary : 
jt remaines therefore, to know by whom it was enforced. Se- 
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Conc peradventure, will be ready to reply, as I was once anſwered 
upon the ſame Queſtion, by a principall Condudtor in the adverſe 
faction, who hach paid ſince an unworthy lite for his double Trea- 
chery. Why, by Tinkers, Tapters, Weavers, Saylors, Coblers, aad 
the like mad fellowes, ridicu give others paſtime with their 
conccited follies, who being negReted, raiſe onely a hacmlefle noile, 
and homming,like flies, but once diſturbed,will grow angry as waſpes, 
ill the violeur humor running thorough the whole ſwarme, makes 
them (well, and encreaſe, both in number and terror, till at laſt they 
hn«dh in a wilde inſurreRion 5 which, Gid he, at that Time, had been 
dangerous 3 when the Parliament being then but in the infancy of 
their growth, wanted both power and meanes ro encounter them. 

A pretty tiftion, but got currant 3 the judgements of many being 
too iharpe rghted to be cozened with a miſt that riſes up from whis 
duoghill, wee muſt pierce thorough thicker clouds to diſcover (ome 
higher Cauſe : Theſe indeed were the Tooles. ; but where are the 
hands that guided them , and who are the Artificers : it is written 3 
He chat juſtifies the wiched, aud be that condenees the juſt, even they 
both are al he abomimetion : Magiſtrates are concewed to authorize an 
evil!, when they command it, or plevent it not, being warned, or 
ſtrangle Juſtice in the Impunity' cl the offenders. The two laſt cannot 
be avoided heere, but muſt needs fall point blanke upon no lefle than 
the Parliament it ſeife, whom. the King had not onely ordained Super- 
viſors ro all his chiefe aftaires, bur the exprefle Argas of his Kiag- 
dome, ro whoſe many hundied eyes, and their waking vertue, he had 
commirted the keeping of his head. Which (in affurance of rheir care, 
and vigilaucy ) he brought to fleepe amongſt them. Now let us ſee, 
how they manage this Truſt, whoſc honeſt diſcharge was cald upon, 
ſo daily, and allowed by the Kings own perſonall danger, than which, 
Fortune could have preſented no occaſion, more vehement, moving, 
aud we'lcome to men of i: ce ſpirits, and ſuch as meant really. 

The fiſt Scene begins with deftruttion, a black figne,that the play 
will be Tragicall to the end , for the Axe is laid to the root, and Ho- 
nour it ſe!fe, a call ſtrong plant, and of excel/ent uſe in a Monarchy, 
was hewen downe at one ſtroak@by theſe ative wo: kmen, and buried 
'n the de: oliſhments of her own Covore, 

Many wonder io this dav, how a Sentence, fo vile, and difpraceſul] 
to Nobility and Genr@, could finde a patlage thorough their allow- 
ance ; for by this change, a Mechanicke with his Tooles, thall preſume 
ro look bigge upon a Lord , Jett by the contemned fide of an Earle, 
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and ſleight his Grorge , as not Lomnid to y<lit - 1er reſpe, 
than what opinion or hope of profit will perfwade {111 coo. All Reve- 
rence being loſt with fcare, which is then wholly deprived, when the 
Rules that preſcribe a diftcre..ce in Callings, and {mit all degrees © 
their reſpeCtive diſtances, are throwne downe, and trampled upon. 

Bur mee thinks , this wonder wants wit, for it may be anſwered 
thus; when ir was providently foreleene , that Lonam thovld be the 
Seminary of their projetted troubles, and that Giant of Gath, upon 
w hoſe hugenefle and infolercy t re chiefly to relie. When they 
purpos'd to provoke the Combat, aM defie the Armies of the living 
God, I ſhould fay of the King,and his fairhfull Subj< (ts, cherefore che 
Citizen a ſtrenuous Souldier, harnefied miracvloutly in the rrinkers 
of his Shop, and dreadfully armed from head ro foot, with thimbles, 
bodkins, and his wives Cupboard of plate, as a wealthy Chan pion for 
the Cauſc, and priwe Pedler that carried much of his pay in his own 
packe : muſt needs he iydeeied with the grant of many things, cſpe- 
cially the abolition and overthrow of this his naturall ſcourge, by 
whoſe unworthy fall , Zowdons hope is freſhly enlightened with a 
beame of that parity ; vpon v hich, many Cuck es of that neſt, have 
long, ard verv .idently doared. And thus it was the humor of («lie- 
willed deitiny ro figne a Decree for the death of Heroicke Honcur, 
ard the Gallant Race of her renowned Sonnes, that a dunghi!l brocd 
of Tanees might iive, and Piſmires exalt themſelves. 

Complaints in the next place, drawing very necre to the rigor and 
force of Articles, and thoſe of Treaſon, were exhibited apernſt the 
Queene : ſome by way of Queſtion onely : others of rougher cxcep- 
tion, bur all veRively : which laſtly,ended in an univerſa!l n.u1 mures 
and the Queenes danger 4 But ſhee ſufhciently inſtrutted, t}.ar in po- 
pular diſlikes, Lnnocency is better defended by abſence than Argu- 
ment, ſtaying till the winde of their diſtempers was mounted to the 
height of a brim Gale, quietly yeelded to the Iniquity of Tin , a::d 
wiſely mraaſported her ſeiſe. 

Now ſtands the King alone, their ful: obje&, juſt in theic cye, a 
faire marke, either for love, or hate, but his unhappy forrune, and 1 
feare, the Kingdomes fatall deſtiny deſigned him for the latter, The 
next Scene produces a wonder, for the detre of many things, which 
bur few yeares before, wou!d have beer e counted madnetle in the 
Subiedt to have propounded, j+ now eſteened a wickednelle in the 
King to deny demands, unreaſonab®: aid rough, are preſented lim 
daily. and 'o high, as no patience, rhovgh tempered with the magna” 
nimity. and royall fortirude of a K'vg ,, could pofiibly cimle over 
withour tiring : The King hind: 1.nelte wa a (Care, and with + ph, hes 
prelent condition, not much difter:4 2 from a prifor.er contn'd ro his 
Circuit, were urdoubred bed, yer he had juſt cauſe to ſuſpett a wot le, 

never! tl c'elle, 
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neverthelefle, covering himſelte with his moſt juſt Prerogartives,as his 
Shield or Bucklecr, he princely denies to be a ſubjeR to his ſervants, 
and is therefore in language ſomewhat ſmoothered, pron-unced Re- 
fraftory, and an enemy fot (cath to his own State. 

From this fire within, Coa!cs are carried to kindle a greater with- 
our, a way mult be deviled to remove the King from his obftinacy, tor 
lo they (tiled his reſfolutior, of from his houle * and who could AR 
this ſhameletle part with a more brazen Llmpudence , than the baſcſt 
of the unbluſhing nulcicude, whorfor that purpole were ſtirred up, 
many hundreds together, to torment him. 

Theſe that were not worthy to be called men, but the very excre- 
ments of narure, marched thorough Londen,and made their daily mu- 
ſters at the Court Gates, where they behaved themſclvez with as much 
mfolency, as could be imagined, without checke or reprehenfion : 
once indeed, 1t was the torrune, or rather vertue of about forty Soul- 
diers ro fail upon thoſe rakehells ; for being jealous of ſuch negleted 
Tumulcs,and obierving the King to be their chiefe aime,they hovered 
in certain bordering houſes ; from whence flyiag opportunely in ro 
his reſcue, they (catcered the ſawcy frie, yet not till they had exceed- 
ed all meaſure, and begun to affault the Kings eare with theatening 
exclamartions. 

Here that courſe bran and chatte of Humanity, cryed out with lowd 
Conteſtions ro thoſe military Gallants, then Officers of Juſtice, what it 
they had not been ſe: on, they had never attempred thoſe riots, from 
whic't they promiſd ro defiſt for ever : yer in few dayes after, being 
excired by a new provocation, and a doubling of their party, the dogs 
returned to their vomit, and that with ſuch libercy and hierceaetk, as 
warned the Ktag to ſhut up his Gates,where they cold him to his face, 
no Porter ſhould atiead theaceforward,wichour their appoincmear. 

Here was a monſtrous ſpectacle, and a leffon for Kings, not to em- 
paice Myjeltie to ſtrengthen Subjedts, nor part with the royall Tim- 
ber to Luild up ſervants to a Soveraigne height : His Myjzitic feeling 
himſelte thus wounded with reproaches, whoſe ſharpe heads ſtucke in 
his ſoule, of which he was to expett neicher meaſure nor end, windes 
himſelfe ſud4en!y our of che crowd, and du't, that had well nigh Iti- 
fled him, and e.capes to 4#:44/-r2 : where tor a time he breaths trcſh 
aire, and lives indiftereacly free from ourward d:\fturhinces, and 15 
oacly afflited wich the interior gares of his owa grievet minle;

Parftament and . If rhey objeR, their want of power, I muſt 
needs take leave ro remember chem,thar when danger began to knock

It, is ſaid to offend more deeply and adviſedly, than another, chat may 
raſhly command it, or be hir'd ro commit it.

Þ res Queſtion heere is, why the Parliament did more than ſuftc 
his Majeſtie the Lords anointed, and their own dread Soveraign 
ro he thus hiſt, exploded, and driven from London, as a common <1 
ror uſes ro be out of Scholes : The anfwe? is at hand, becauſe the 
themſelves had a full purpoſe to ſtrike up the heeles of Governmer 
and make the Church and State to ſtand upon their head , with 
hecles upward:-. Tl 
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The reaſons of this and the reſt exceede rather in weight than 
aumber : Antichriſt of whom every (chiſmaticke thar boaſts himſelfe 
in a forme of godlinefſe, but denies the power of it, is ſaid to bea 
rype and forerunner, ( cſpecially when he aades this preſumption, 
that he ſeares not to ſpeake evill of dignities ) before he can AR his 
lying wonders cfte&tually : Saint Paw! tells us,Some one that (ets mui be 
taken away ; And is not this a neere Similitude : many Irons were 
heere in the fire, the bellowes blowne lulſtily, the mettall red hut, and 
all che materialls furniſhed and ready , yet could uot the Engin be 
brought ro hammering, nor hands to the worke : And why, toriooth, 
there was one that hindred, The Anabapriſt, Brownit, Puritan, Liber- 
tine, wich all the cabble of Atheiſts, being united in armes agaiaſt che 
ſingle naked Proteſtant, aud peace of the Land, had advanced even to 
the d1ore of State, and ſtrugled to get in, that ſo every Leader, in di- 
vided parties, might labour to ſtrengthen, and exalt his fattion, yer 
with all chis paines, and prefling, they could not enres, for thece was 
a Sunne within, which fild the roome with (uch beames of a radianr 
brightnefle and ſplendor of true Majeft'e , as neither tho(e Bulſards, 
nor baſtard Eagles could he able to looke upon withour winking : 
The King was there, whoſe heart, being as chey all had heard, for 

high and referv'd ofes, in the hand of Gud,more eſpecially chan other 
mens, they knew not how the Almighty night dice& and itrengihen 
his, to all cheir confufions. 

For London, Exglands great Chamber, hal then ſo many waiters in 
ir, whoſe ſree ſoules, not rainted with the common Lntidelicy , copkd 
not abide ro behold rheir Prince: thus uacivilly aftronted by a heard 
of Groomes, that had the Game been wifely played, might bave en- 
dangered the forrune of it, and given checke to thoſe forward mares , 
but the opportunity was either not ſeen,or unluckily fleighted. If any 
will yet know why : The Parable of the Husbandmen will cleese it ; 
This u the beire, let 1s (it! him, and the inheritance (hill be ours. The 
King his Fathers pious Sonne, and Crowned Heire, is hiſt ro be de- 
(poyled of his Navy, at Sea, and the hearts of his Subjedts by Land. 
L»n40n maſt be purged of all honeſt meg, eſpecially from bearing Of- 
rice, andeſtabliſhr theirs: The Tower and Magazias polleiled to 
cheir uſe ; the roya!ll Treaſure ſurprized, and his Majeſty driven to a ' 
deſperate condition, and turned our, not as a Lord of Realmes, and 
Facher of his people bur like an gxtravagant ſonne of Fortune, to 
thife for kimſeſſe If he contend, fay they, wee have our wiſhes, for 
;h:n as a diſturber of os, and the Kingdomes common enemy, as wee 
may ealily call hjim,it wilLnor he difficole toeruſh him, with the weight 
of his own power, now i onr hands. And leſtly,wee maſt render him 
odious,and ſuſpeted in his own perfon ; All rhe faults in his fixteenc 
yecres ieigne, are to be chirged upon himfelfe, and delivered ro the 
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view, or rather appreheaſion of the vulgar, till wee come to an np- 

ſhoc, and all this 11 Termes ſo wary , ambiguous, and ſuſpending, as 

mult rather raiſe an opinion of his Accuſers modeſty, than letfen the 

horror of his guilr, or atlwage the feaver of their doubts 3 Gathering 

craftily, advantages from the nature of man , that in apparent dan- 

gers ſtudies prevention, but is immoderately afteted with thoſe that 
are ſhadowed : becauſe of their greacuelie , wee are rather jealous 
than atiure'l, as not being able to behold chem bur in the miſt of Ima- 
gination, which propagating with feare, is for the molt part delivered 
of a monſter, mighty in bulke, but without forme or diſtin&ion oi 
parts: In a word, the whole tra'ne of his Goverament is not oneiy £O 
be preſented rotten, and defamed, but fo generally inſufficient, as the 
_ themſelves, without feeming to be prompted, muſt cry out foi 
a change. 

Heere you have their reaſons 3 b1: ſhall wee chinke it was in the 
power of theſe Machiavels,to put theſe their contemplarions into att, 
or throw this dirt upon a King, and injure him thus to his face;doubc- 
letle it was nor, for though all feare had been exiled utterly, yet the 
ſame of a fat, ſo notorioufly infamous, in men ſo qualified, with E- 
ſtates, Ticles, and Truſt, a»aiaſt ſuch a perſon more in value, than ten 
thouſand, and in ſuch a Ciuſe, whoſe Argument was the deprivation, 
or ruine of chree moſt flouriſhing Kingdomes, were all powerfull ob- 
ſtacles, and himſelfe preſent, that muſt needs have deterred them. 

For theſe were deeds of darkaetie that could not endure the ligh: 
of his countenance 3; upon which God the defender of Kings had 
ſtampedhis o0.-vn marke, Sacred Majeſtic. 

For theſe Confiderations therefore the Kings errand being made 
ready, he was, as hatch been truly related, thus rudely diſmitled, and 
ſent haſtily away-with a flea in his care, that is, ſharply rebuked for 
ſtaying fo long : I goe on to the warre 3 of which it remaines to be 

proved ;

TJ. venomous Serpent, that now thruſts her fatall ſting ſo deepe

ſuch are all choſe who blinded with covetouſnetle,and a defire of rule, 
have ſuffered themſelves to be led by the hand and voice of two flar- 


rering, faire,but moſt falſe pretences : The f(t boaſting of the King ;* 


the other, for the publicke Good, yer both theſe they wel! know from 
the beginning, were counterfeit Guides : for the hand had a dead pal- 
ley, and the voice was but an eccho. 

When many ſervants in a wide well furniſht houſe, forſaking their 
truſt become confederate with theeves 3; all honeſt men wil! allow 
theic Maſter to ſtand upon his Guard, and with (uch as are yer faith: 
tull about him, ſtrive ro keepe the miſchiefe withour, or if it he en- 
tred, to encounter It within, for the protettion of life, wiſe, children, 
and goods,till ſuccours may atrive for his deliverance ; and the appre- 
henfion or death of thoſe deſtroyers : but becauſe there hes couched 
in this Queſtion, a more then common deceit, whereby wany well 
meaning, but ignorant people, or of no great reach, have been miſe- 
rably beguiled: The Adverſaries puarding themſelves from all the 
harme ot objettions, how uſt ſoever, by interpofing this crafty rep!y ; 
That the King affaulted them twiſt, a1! therefore they being bur ohe- 
dient to the Law of Nature, and to nc<<!li.y that hatch no Law, have 
onely defended themſelves from the beg'aning: 1 ſhall therefore Chri- 
ſtian Reader, for 1 imagine thou haſt been once chriſtaed at leaſt, rake 
ſome paines to untold this darke myſtery,and make it fo plaine to thy 
underſtanding, by a ſecond Simile, as if thou marke it ſerioully,and arr 
not thy ſelfe ſo drunke with thy Cauſe, as never to torne againe to 4 
ſober judgement. Thou ſhalt behold Truth without the ragges of her 
diſguiſes,and ſee her ſtand jutt heere ftarke naked before thee. 1 make 
the Caſe thine owne, and give thee leave to imagine thy ſelfe owrer, 
and pofſeſt, of one goodly entire Lordſhip, over which, thou appoin- 

- reſt a Steward,a man nouriſhed by thy charity from a childe, in whoſe 
good parts and conceited honeſty,thou repoſeſt a genersl] confidence, 
by which employment, that thy ſervant becomes mightily entiched : 
Suppoſe againe that by thy Hoſpitaliry, and other munificent boon- 
ries, thy proſperity growes darkened,and thou obſcured in 4 Cloud of 
debts : finding thee in this ſnare, thy wealthy Steward preſents him- 
ſelfe, and profters his purſe, perſon, and counſell, to diſcharge thee of 
trouble, and Cancel! thy engagements, yer becauſe Time, an4 a thrif- 

; ty courſe, muſt weare out the latter, He periwades thee to feoffe him 

* in all thy rights, and rents, for yeeres, cr during life. To which he 
further prelles thee, to binde thy ſelfe by publick Aﬀts, firmely and 
legally : for, this done, he Mures thee by promile, and private oath, 
a competency for thy (elfe, that thy debts ſhall be a!t pa's, and thdu 
made mightier then all thy Predeceſſors : This 1s a hard choice, and 
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may juſtly trouble thee, yet the care of thy hanonr, of thy ſelfe, and 
poſtetity, thy affiance im him, but above all, thy ſtrong opinion of his 
rounded love ro thee, being thy Creature, and a bird whoſe neſt thy 
mn have richly feathered, levels all difficulties, and chou conſent- 
eſt ; He gaines poffeſſion, and inſults, diſclaimes all unwitnefſed Con- 
rrafts ; Thruſts thee out of dores by vertue of his deeds, ſeiſes upon 
thy Evidences ; ard laſtly, as our of pitty,for which he likewiſe lookes 
for thankes, pr« flers thee ſonie ſmall aliowance as his Penfioner, pro- 
vided, that thou renounce all Challenges, for thar eſtate ro thee and 
thine for ever. But thou diſdaining theſe ſervile Conditions, impoſed 
by thy vallall, flicſt ro the wonted remedy, the Law ; wherein thy 
wants force thee, dejetted, cold and hungry, to trudge, and be chy 
own Sollicicor ; while thy pertdious adverſary, ſtifling daily thy pro- 
ceedings, by his hired Agents, and the gold, that ſhould be thine, hrs 
at his plentiſull caſe, cloath'd in uſurped State, and warming himſelte 
by thy fires. 

Now if any, in theſe thy ſufterings, ſhould juftifie thy foe as inno- 
cent, and defame thee for injurious,and a contentious perſon,by rea- 
ſon that thou being made a worme;, and trod upon, d rurne againe 
roa courſe , which may in likelihood relieve thee : would not ghis 

enter into thy ſovle, and vexe thee like a ſecond perſecution, 
or couldeſt thou efteeme che Authors of this ſcandall , for any other, 
than men of corrupt minds, companions of oppreflors, and enemies 
ro all upcighcnefle, and common honeſty ; I refer it to thy own Cen- 
ſcience. 

Yet thus and worſe ſtands the caſe betwixt the King and his Sub- 
zets 3 neicher is this the moiety of his wrongs ; for when the earth 
could not aftord any power above himſelfe, ro whom he ſhould make 
his appeale, againſt thoſe proud Invaders, by whoſe cruelty and craft, 
he ſeemed to be entangled in ſuch netrs, as David once was w 
in, when thoſe that hated him, cryed out raper/ecute and tage bim, ſor 
there was none to delever bim : even then, he was forced to be ative in 
his own quarrell, and by the afhſtance of a few good pleaders, ro di\- 
pute hiy Controverſie by armetzyet faine like a poore diſmaied Clienc, 
ro rake his Lew upon Truſt from the beginning, and commence his 
Sore ever fince in /or me Pawperis  O treacherous Da'tah, that know- 
ing where his great ſtrength lay, hath thus by thy blandiſhments, and 
guilefull arts, conſpir'd the ruine of ſo exceltent a perſon: Firſt rocke 
him till he flumbred in a ſound bYlieſe of thy love, and perfe& mean- 
ing towaids him, then ſet the liers in wait, thy Phil:fims npon him, 

welip oft the royall Curles of his Prerogatives : After pur out the 
eyes of his authority ; and laſtly, drive thy» Sem?/ox te a morſell of 
bread 4 which he muſt hardly be allowed to ear, except he even grin'd 
the very Corne that maakes it. | 
Certainly, -- 
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Certaigely, if that wiſe King , the Father of this had heene hut a5 
skilfull ia.grophefies as he was to ex ound riddles , by which 3 y 
ift hee once diſcovered the deepelt craine that ever was laid for i 
JeftruRtion ol a Parliament. How it would have ſtartled his Royall 
ſoule to have fore (eene that another Parliament ( (v necre in time, 
divers of the fiiſt Senators being yer alive when this began, in cequi- 
tall of ſo luſcious a beach , of which the whole Kingdome had plen- 
tifully taſled) ſhould take ſeach cruel! paines to undermine his Sonne, 
and blow up his Succetfor. But Gol the righteous Judge, and cer- 
raine revenger of proud ingratitude ;z although he deferre his judge- 
ments for a time, till hee have perfetted his worke , and made his 
power known , will , itis faithfully believed at laſt give ſentence for 
the King , aud right the poore wronged man 3 For (o the pride of his 
; enciyics , his owne patient humility , and the pale face of his ſuffe- 
rings ; wich teares in mine eyes , and deepe griefe of heart, doe bind 
me to call him ,' to whom, next under God 1 owe of meere duty my 
faich, life, and higheſt cevereuce : To conclude, |

Heſe in their ourward appearing, are ſo much the ſame as wou'd 
make many wonder, how their owners could pofiibly be divi- 
ded ; for here now are two faces under one hood , juſt alike , which 
ſeeming to looke one way right forward , yet behold one another a- 
ſquint. A darke cloud of ſuſpence hangs over both theſe Cauſes,

For though they (ceeme to jogney Ike good Correſpondents 
quietly together a great way, yet at laſt they will ſeparate, face 
one the other angrily , and be dire&ly oppoſite. 1 begin with the 
Parhament ; We 
Which doubt!-('e are rhe Challery vs, and will ſet down their grounds 
"nt verbainnm, m the veiy Tens, as a Trumpeter of theirs delivered 


them, 
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them ; who tiging on horſe-backe with rwo others, abour H ..' 9 
bars, a place where they frequently ſer theirners Scratch D3:rere!s, 
tame Volunraries, after three blaſts of his fanion , and a loag p.wic 
tO recover breath ; for they ſay he was in the way to be hroken win- 
ded : He proclaimed to the filen: Gazers theſe reaſons of the \Var, as 
followeth : For thc K/ng and Pa lament , the preſervation 9 Lowes, 
the Subjifts lixerty , and for the ſcetl;ng of a new Ril:;g10n. But being 
prompred by an Officer at his elbow, che Wag cryed the world mer- 
Cy, and paid two for one : True Proetedani for new , which word with 
more laughter then beliefe , hee ſaid was unadviſedly flipped trom 
him, though many thought otherwiſe, who rather feared the miltake, 
chen gave c7e4ic ro his excuſe. It was intimated further tr the Par- 
liamenc by leverall Declarations, Sermons, and feditious Pam- 
phlets ( whereof His Majeſtie complains in vaine ) that ſundry errors 
in Governewent of a formidable quality and greawelle had been ler 
in ; many openly : but moſt privily at the back dore of State, which 
threacne\! a (witt and univerſall overthrow. 

With theſe, our ſonnes of Azat, promiſerh to grapple and cruſh 
thoſe halt grown Serpents in the head before they could acquire a full 
power to hure, This, though a meere fition , the blacke fume ot 
a miſchievous braine was yet a capita!l device , by which thoſe deep 
Maſters in bewitching Arcs charmed this mo!t towliſh unfortunate 
Nation to ſtand ſtock-ſtill while it was brid!c4 and fad'ed by a pur- 
bliad faction : and ever fince fo ſpur-gal'd an ri4 our of Caſe , as 
fleſh is hardly left upon the backe , or skin upan the ribs , or blovd 
in the veines, to keepe the wretched Anatomy warme, or cheriſh in 
't a poore life. 

The reaſons of the Kings refiitance, are the Parliaments repea- 
ted, enriched only with many reall promiſes of a moſt inlulgent love 
to his people, and his zeale to remedy any of their juſt grie -7ances, 
whoſe redrefſ= might be cal'd neceſſary , and dutifully entrearel ;, to

him wiſer , and able to diſtinguiſh betwixt his friends and enemies 3 
or if this be falſe, whereof we need nov better witneſſes then our own 
eyes z then are they the moſt impudent intruders that time hath re- 
corded , or ever preſumed by doing him bad cffices, to ſorce their 
Princes good opinion , who in plain terms diſclaims them. 

The provetb tels ns it is nor good jeſting with edge-rooles. Dif- 
dains in Suhjetts to their Prince, cannot but daſh againſt many 
reckes in Divinity, ſharp enough ro open the veins of the moſt hard 
und ſearcd conſcience, and force it ro blcede cither ſhame or re- 
Pentance. 

[ have obſerved many of theſe thriving Gallants that in a pleaſan: 
humour have laught heartily at this diſcreet folly of their being for 
the King , and wondred at tte worlds fimplicity , that againſt their 
owne eyes could be perſwaded to believe them. Indeed theie their 
free diſcourſes alwayes paſſed from them in ſuch places and company 
where they were careletle of Spies, and had no cauſe to diſtruſt any : 
bu: God , whoſe judgements being very high, and out of their fight, 
they {cared not ; for the fooles fancied him to be like ro themſelves, 
a Round head, till he reproved them at Bradſord fight, then they 
canged the r opinion, and ſwore with a (pighrfull indignation , that 
God himſe'fte was turned Cavalier. 

By this ſmall piece of digrefſimn , and the prece 'crt diſcourſe. 
Thi+, the 5:\t ground of their War and o2r miſerie*, night ſeeme to 
be made futticiently even, and cleaned from 21 rw $4 tor an indifte- 
rent jadgement to walke over if Nedailyy yet rg woke it alle 
{moother . that the Reader way be ſure to pafſe On « ithour ſtum- 
bling. I ſhall begin to ſwcepe againe , and pare it 4 {itrle nearer , 
wherein | mult entrear thy patience, as being Ce rous ro enlarge my 
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ſelfe in this particular , becauſe I ind ir to be one of the main beams 
char underprops this wilde building , which taken away , the houſe 
niuſt fall and rumble into ruines for want of a ſojid foundation. 

To omit divers , or rather infinite thwartings to His Majeſties a- 
ions, and ſnares in his way of no great ſuccetle , yer laid purpoſely 
co entrap him. Let us make a ſolemne ſtand at Edge-h1? , where be- 
ſides a cloſe treachery , 4 double facriledge was commicted, God 
tcing robbed of his konour , and the King of many thoulands of his 
Subjets npon a day , dedicated to more pious exerciſes rhen the 
ſhedding of blood. That diſmall day : a briete, bur lively charatter 
of the generall Doomeſ day , wheu the King engirt in fire, with 
the Priuces , Nobles , Souldiers : with the very earth they trod on, 
a!l ſeemed to be (egregated by an Armi-porenct hand trom the reſt of 
the world and men, to periſh there together in a particular Contla- 
gration ; when the devuuring ſword by a ſtrit warrant was gone ou: 
to make inquifition for blood : and the metlengers of death flew in 
apace to execute theis charge upon all they could encounter with. 

And tinally, when he (aw all fleſty about bum withered lie graſſe, and 
bis frunds muveed dewpne (ide the flowers of the field, Who was it then 
that covered his ſacred head in that day of Baitle, and preſerved his 
life from feare of his enemies : was it our Pretenders? Nothing letle, 


they were his Atlailants : and the heads ot thoſe that preſt hard ro kil! 


him : But it was even he by whoſe only power and mercy it was con- 
trived , that theuſands ſhould fall beſides b m, 111 at bus yight band, yet 
the danger ſhou'd no? touch him. Art thou fill ignorant ? Thou (reſt 
ir was not thy Parliament. Heark in thine cate, and 1 ſhall cell thee; 
{t was even he, that having his dwelling on high , yet humbled him- 
lelfe ro behold the evills committed char day upon the earth. Hee 
- tha: commands thy Parliament , Confederates and thee 3 or if you 
: cfule, rhe worſt of all your malice. 

Th you torutgh not bu Anointed in any manner or meaſure to harme 
him : Aud laſtly, he that will have the Kings encmnes in derifion, and 
wound the hairy {calp of every one that continues to affront him, and 
zce+ ou ſtill in his mabce ; perhaps chou wilt inſult in thy bold \lan- 
vu22e, and ſay , what did hee there then, hee might have left the 
Held, But when ſervants begin ro canhine their Maſter, and limit him 
'r his own houſe , to this or that room at their appointment , it is a 
lizne they meane to rhrult him out & all : and will be high &me for 
+ the Juſtice to fteppe ia for the Maſters delivery , and to carry thoſe 
. & oles to the correttion of the ſtocks. 

And art thou ignoravtyg that to ſtrike another being but thy E- 
quall is a treſpatie againſt Law , though the place be indifterent : bur 
thy Superiour , and upon his owne ground , 4 criminal! aggravation 
; that heightens the aGtion , and encreaſes dammages. The Royalty 
D of 
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of England is the Kings , not thine , nor theirs that employed thee ; 
He is thy ſupreame Lord , and true Lord of Soile in any ground of 
Zx;!a-d where thou canſt meere him. 


The King fired the fir (| Cannon , th:refor e be gave the on ſet. 


When the Eatle with his Armie contrafted two dayes march in 
one , and came flying to the Encounter , was it fur peace, or ro 
provoke a quarrell z chiefly then when he had planted himſelfe juſt 
in his Princes eye 3 from whom, if ſuch rough metlengers were ſenr, 
ro command them in their Mafters name to leave their armes, and 
that forbidden place , ir was but necetlary. Alchough this rumour 
railed by them , and believed by too many, is a lye» For Ellex h- 
red fiſt. 

Our Saviour giving us ſeverall markes for d:/covery of wolv's in 
ſbeeps cloatbing , teacheth us to know them further by their fruns. 
Thar fight or fruit of a curſed tree , whoſe juyce was all mortifying, 
and bancfull as Aconite, was juſtified by divers principall Members 
of both Houſes that were encouraging leaders in it : All which, al- 
though wee feele it with our hands , and fee it with our eyes, yet 
we are commanded to believe againſt all our five ſound fences ; That 
the Paviliament u for the Xwg. 

What is ſweeter then the labours of the induftrious Bee ; yet if 
the Eater be not caretuil , hee may perchance meete with many 
fiings in a honey-comb to diſquiet and hurt him. Faire words ſerve 
often for diſgviſes to a foule meaning. 7ud 1s fiffed bis Maſtiy when 
bc butrayzed bim. And Fo itiled Abzer his brother , whom hee ſtab- 
bed immediately. Maſter L atim:r that faithfull man of God , aftirms 
it to he aways the guiſe of Traytors to pretend fair for theKing, whe 
they purpole to deſtroy him ; for malice thrives by difſembling, 
and is therefore cal'd the fruitfull mother of deceivable Arrs, becauſe 
of her ready faculty to change her ſelfe into the fimilitule of her 
Contraries ; whereas a good hearc can hardly transforme into a new 
ſhape, er be beholding to a flattering rongue for proteftion , al- 
though itde've to be conceal'd but for the preſent , and for vertu- 
ous ends. And this happens , becauſe ſhee feares to violate her: 
league holily contrated with her two immorrall friends , Fideliry 
and Truth. Ladies of incompar2le beauty , vercve, and divine ex- 
tration , who are of their Honours fo jealous , of ſpirits ſo high and 
noble , and of Conſticurions ſo delicate , as will never incurre a juſt 
ſtaine for a myne of advantages, nor + {mit any for companions 
= carry about them: the lealt taint or grounded ſuſpicion of being 

alle. 

When a change in fortune, dealing ſometimes a game of loffe :0 
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our brethren of the new Fraternity , had ſhuffled them together, in 
one packe, with thoſe they call Cavaliers, reputed their enemies. 
A ſtrange kinde of free foul'd meu, whom every ſmile of viftory, 
could make unhappily confident in the preſear, and carelelle of fu- 
ture chances ; how have they been libe. a!l in coaiparative dilceurſes, 
ro the blame and ſuppreflion of their own paity, and exaltation of the 
Kings ; whole way, in their then redtibed j1;d,ements, they ſeemed to 
prelerre, as much more worthy, ſafe, and of a better managing, di- 
1efing theſe their flatteries, to thoſe eſpecially, whole runes they 
were then prujeting, which aſterwards they perfefed, when turnin 
tailes the Snakes had crept into new <kinnes, and the fickle Cards 
changing lucke, had tilled their dattard hands with commanding 
rrompes. 

To the contrary : 1 have obſerved when no feare of danger, or op1- 
nion of favour, could decerre his Majeſt:es (ervants from ui ging the 
uprighcinetie of their Maſters quarrell, in Termes free, and vehement, 
thenilclv:s poore, and i:1 ſubjeRion, agaialt their proud Lords, who 
( be it ſpoken withour tlartery, or enyy ) were Na fellowes, and ſuch 
perchance as about three yeeres fince, might be held ſcarce worthy 
to have ſat with the dogges of their tlocke, whoſe feet they ſtrike up 
daily in derifion ; and _ whoſe Eſtates ſequeitred, rhey have hor- 
rowed all the wealth and bravery they now }ett in; and although, i: 
preſence of theſe counterfeit Haroes, Babounes in velvet Coates ; 
{peake doubringly of the King,was counted a faulc z releatingiy, a full 
crime ; favourably, high Treaſon ; and to drinke his health, death : 
The high road, wherein the tongues of his Traducers,rravellers, being 
deprivings, revilings, depraving, depoſing , and deſtruftion of che 
whale race, yet divers of his faithfull Subjects have patied thorough 
al! theſe pikes, and che rage of his adverſaries, to juſtifie alowd the 
K ngs Innocence 3 and che others way to be devious , and tyrannicall. 
Which generous boldnefle, as it is Certainly not common, fo neither 
can it be incredible, ir being impoſſible,that minds diſpoſed to vertue 
and wreſtling in a matter of right, ſhould be urterly foiled by oppreſ- 
fion and wrong, when Juſtice and Reaſon ſtand by ro ſecond then , 
and a/though this excelſe of the Adverſary in ſpeech, and a&ion, be 
contumacious,vile,and unnaturall in SubjeRts to their Prince, yet wee 
muſt (ti1] confefle, The Parliament is for the King. 

About whoſe necke, becauſe they would be ſure tro tie ſpch a 
Milſtone, as ſhould fnke him witl@ur recovery, to the bottome of his 
peoples hate, they endeavoured co weigh him duwne with an odious 
Paraliel!, the moſt difſolute life, and Reigne fince the Conqueſt, which 
in all lixelihoo 4 was let Afore him purpoſely, that he beholding the 
deformitics of anocher, might fancy them to be his own, and (o by the 
wirchcraf: of melaacho!y, throw himſelfe iato the deep Gulph of that 
Princes difaſters. D 2 R'chards 
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Richards pale Ghoſt was conjur'd up, and forc't to appeare npon 
every Book-binders Stall, that ca!ling to the Kings friends, if any ſuch 


pubiiſht juſt ar were lefr,as they pafſed by him, he might poſt them away, with ſome 


the Kings de- 
parture. 


rentoous Meflage, to this efft& : 

Tell King Char ies, that I F:chard the ferond, once a King, and one 
of his predeceffors , for certain trailties in nature, and faults in Go- 
vernment, was unjuſtly depoſed by a perjur'd Duke, in a perfidions 
Parliament, and after, murdred cruelly by a generation of Traitors : 
whoſe unhallowed ſoules, neither divine feare, nor reverence to Sa- 
cred Majeſtie, were bridles of any force to reſtraine their wicked

n-» Herrer ſpoyles to emich brave Scipuo's conqueſt , then the warme 
aſhes of their Towne and bodies, conſumed al:ogerher by themſelves 
in (heir wie YO.untaily NICs. 

Wirhit this, life iticlte hath no (ſweet relith,, with whom j- 
is therefore by mult made equa'l, preferred by many. And (ume 
have gone fo faire » as to deltroy their foules, for the liberty of thei; 
bouies. 

Ye: every great man, or a fation made up of fuch , rhar will of- 
fer this looling to a peop.e pzradveature not tyed , excep. in the un-

f-rding us plenty of bleeding witnelfes, that theſe great promiſes cre 
ſ{eldome poud partioth, but men of !ecret and evill witntion., which 
cynningly gild over o®;, owac inordinate paſt ms and pratices «ith 
a colour ior the publique, and are infinitely deiighted t.3 raiſe their 
particular commodity , and a Juſtre to their darke houſes cut of the 
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ruines of the Kingdomes, or Sates they live in, which to that very end 
they ſiudy with all the art and vigour of invention, to embroyle in ci- 
vill and fiery combuſtions. 

Suc:. was the Athenian Alcibiades, through whoſe ambition, and 
thirſt after honour , when Greece was wounded by her owne (word, 
and engaged in morta!l warre with the Ver/rav. Yet that tre-brand 
talked o nothing bur the liberty of his Councrey , which by kis own 
fay-ag , not uvlikely he knew well how ro accomplifh : bnt provi- 
ded , they muſt hift confirme him Capraine- general of G7 &:4{ , with 
ablolure Commithon , and fuch Authority as was lirtle !elle then So- 
veraign. 

Such likewiſe were Cataline, Mavis , and Scilla, bur chiefly (- 
ſar , whey pretendivg by armes to recover for the Senate their loſt 
dignity and |1bcrty ro the people , by abjefting cer:aine aſpirers ( as 
he termed Pompy ) and difturbers of the common peace ; He obtai- 
ned ro enfeeble them both , enervate the State , and fer up is own 
tyranny. Such allo are theſe deare friends of ovis who in the ſtrict= 
nefle of their love , kill us with their embraces ; while they flatter 
us into opinion , that it is not only beſt and ſafeſt for us ro be bound, 
bur ditcrerion ro worke our owne chaines, and wear them contente t” 
ly, though they pirch us to the bare bones, till ſome Arvxiliary An- 
gell may be ſent peichance to releaſe vs, as Peter was once delivere\| 
by miracle. 

And ſuch hnally are all thoſe , whoſe thirlt after dominion nothing 
can afſwage , but the fa!l and blood of Princes, whoſe ſuggelted 
crime+ aic (et like pancers without, to keepe rhe doore,, while thele 
raviſhers of State within are deflowring their Thrones , and captive 
governments , while the miſerable people alſo by a frantick miſtake, 
hclpe to allaſſinate their Kings, and make themſelves the blind ex- 
ecutioneis of their own freedoms, which with ſuch apprehenhon and 
zeale they ſeemed to fight for. 

Defence implies a perill : and to give HHerty , preſuppoſes a re- 
ſtrainer. Ship-money , new Corporations, and unuſuall Parents, 
wee the hated Jaylors , that in the Pretenders opinion had ſhur vp

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recompenc'd the Kings lofſe (which queſtionleſs muſt needs be great) 
when his SaubjeRs are ſtripe and empair'd withour a cauſe , Shade 
ſpoiles ſerve only*ro garniſh che houſes of a few Courr-leeches ; up- 
on whom a cloud of envy from the injur'd people threatens continu- 
ally to raine down vengeance , and overſhadow the brightneffe of fo 
veraign favour with a dangerous eclipſe. x 

All which happen familiarly , when publique decayes are con- 
triv'd or winked at, for the glory and augwentation of a few upſtart 
familes z which being poore , proud and impottunate, will never 
give over begging, while the P:ince hath power , or the Subjed pa» 
rience to aftord any thing. 

Yet his Majeſties honour being more tender then that of a Virgin, 
ſenſible of the leaſt Nliunder , and bluthing at the allaulc of a rude 
queſtion , could nor be juſtly raxed with theſe exceſſes : neither de- 
lerve the reproaches where + 1th his adverſaries have defamed him; for 
he referred all things to their free and judiciall rryals. If therefore 
they weie faults, let cheir puniſhments be imputed torwo forrs of 


men , v3. thoſe who gave them life , and others by whom they ef Projectors, 


caped death ; againſt which laſt, many fad woes are denounced , if Fedees. 


they erre wittingly in judgement , or pervert the decree tor feare, 
favour, or reward. 

To theſe doubrs there was added another Jealoufte of a more odi- 
ous CONCernement 3 to be invaded by F- each Cultomes. A poor man 
muſt fiſt ſweat hard to purchale his ineaie, and then buy leave to ear 
ir. Thus they charged _ the King the hace of other mens crimes, 
and fathered a baſtard of their uwne begerting upon his Innoceiice : 
aizd what ſhould this be but a reſolucioa forſooth in his Majeſtic to 
taxe the SubjeRts at a high rate for the uſe of all their necetlaties. 

The hand of policie had no ſooner ſtruck fire out of this fl ar , but 
the whole Kingdome proved Tinder ſtraight , and grew into a gene- 
ca!l flame. With ſuch natucall loathing does a free Nation behold the 
cruell viſage of ſlavery : and indeed this lookes very like one, eſpeci- 
aily in Engliſh eyes , whoſe naturall caint being thar of covetouſnels. 
We part with our gold as M4 the Ephratbue did from his gods : 
nothing but the feare of angry fellowes can tilence our bawling. 

The Citizens cram'd bagges, and Maſter Aldermans velver pouch 
mu't live in their circle : ceremonial! kindnefſes. 

or our nearelt friends : but ouch mee not here good Coen. 
And if a proteCting D.vid ſhall in courteous rermes intreat a bene- 
vo!-nce from the rich Countrey man, the Churles anſwer is at hand, 
who is David ? There F many ſervants now adayes that hresk from 
their Maſters ( as they file upon his Majeltie , and condemie him 
for flying from his Maſters the Parliament ) who may therefore re- 
turre them D:zvias reply : epitowizing all his unchankfull Subjects 
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16 the name and perſon of one flimty V abalt. Surely Þ vine bhrve 
kept off that this fellow hath in the wilderncſ* 7 fv that morhing was 
malſing of all that eppert aimed wn-0 bim, andiee bath requited mee evill 
for enod. 

Yer all the thon w.1t fay were great extreames in the King, and 
like heavy burchens Jay weightily upon the people : but have thy 

ods and our new Goverriours made them lighter ! O wrerched Eng- 
ſh men, wrrle infaruated then the fooliſh Galatians ; ibs bath 
b:witched vou tn /tramt a' enals, and ſwallow (amils. Alas, how 
ave ovr fanes prepared us for flaughters, and made the temperate 
roddes ( becaule ſometimes a lttle ficep's) of one juſt Prince irke- 
ſome and intolier-hle , while wee ſubmit wi!l'ngly our naked backes 
to he rormented with Scorpions by more then thirty Tyrants. The 
lirtle finger of whoſe ſhort Governenient hatch bheene weightier and 
more inſupportable then his Majelties whole Reign and cen Kings be- 
fore him. For example ;

Moſt of our Current $11ver, they h4vc Caged up, inſtead of Cana- 
ry birds to chicpe our neighbour-Counſailes into Ermmd.s long

Certainly, a very ſtrange paradox ; that invites both admi- 
ration and laughrer , to call the ſame AR in the King tyrannicall, 
though he never did it , which preſently they make their owne, and 
authorize it for juſt and neceffary, under a paine of mighty Confiſca- 
tions : If this be not a tricke of pure juggling, ler Hocus pocrues him- 
ſelfe be Judge, who poore rogue may now goe ſhake his eares, and 

icke ſtrawes for a living ; for theſe his new Maſters have coozened 
flim of his Trade, and in all ſubtile Conveyances goe quite beyond 
him. 

Laſtly, to perfe& the Great Worke, ( for (© they flouriſh it ) and 
that all things amifle, might be amended, ( or mae worſe,) they pe 
ſent us, in theſe Convalhons of our ſtate , an ancient Enemy, for a 
Phyſician to cure us 3 Twenty Thouſand Scotts ; I ſay, an Enemy, for 
though | grant, there may be Good 1nd Gallant men amongſt them, 
yer is all that worth and vertue to themſelves ; my opinion being 
cleerly, which reſ Its from former patlages, that a Nationall hatred, 
engrafred by time, and made invererate by deeds of fowleſt Hoſtility, 
and murtuall damages, ſuch as eageadred a fend, and ftiled it deadly : 
although it may ſceme to be qualified for a ſeaſon by the power of 
intervenient Accidents, yet can it hardly be extinguiſhe, but when a 
full opportunity applies freſh oile, it will recover new fire, and blaze 
againe. 

An unhappy event I feare will make this Conje&ure good , till 
when, let us goe on to feele the pulſe, and finde rhe Conſtitution of 
their other aftions : upon which wee muſt turne faces about, for they 
are yer behinde us. 

When the wily Scots, underſtood from our Exglſh Male-contents, 
how many linkes were broken in our chaine of Concord, they pre- 
ſenred an Army, contempAble in all chings, but preſumption, where - 
in onely th:y exceeded onrs.

Theic ſecond Arrow went further ; for it glanc't ar Vew-Caſtle, and 
flew over it : Heere the Earle of Ho 7and, I © his brother Newport in 
PF raxce, could not abide fighting : a1d thus, wee obtaine4 our ſecond 
Peace, as the 1/raeli'es did their Quailes, to the confuſion of our cre- 
dit, many hundred thouſand pounds ; ſtiled by us, Compoſt ion ; by 
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them hereafter perhaps, Tr-b#te money, was granted to purchaſe their 
difficult Retreat ; like the Ram to make their thigd advance, ſtronger 
Arm'd, and their Arrowes better feathered : This yeelding was infa- 
mous , and ſounded like the baſe mecrall of a Puritan , by whom a 
courſe was taken, to ſubmit the ancient and lofty renowne of this moſt 
Noble Kingdome, to the ſcornes of an abjet foe,who if they had mer 
with honeſt refiſtance, being bur a handfull ro our heape, and in the 
midft of us, would ſooner have ſented their graves, than viRtory ; bur 
wee were rotten at the core. 

By this fingular paflage, as a.torch in the night, che darke plots of 
our Politicians are plainly diſcovered ; for if not invited, then 
were our Invaders entertained like friends , Gratified as ators, 
and the rough name of an Enemy, ſo ſuddenly fled, and changed in- 
to the ſmooth Title of, Aur deere Brethrox the Scots. 

Who, by reaſon of their ſympathy with ours, ia their illicit affe&i- 
ons to Innovation and rule, were laboured with Conditions, ſervile, 
ſubmiſhve, and baſe, to finiſh the Game, and ſhort one Arrow more for 
the Credit of the Caufe ; which they have done, and that fo home, 
as to hit, and almoſt ſplit the marke 3 piercing ſo deepe into our fidess 
and woundirg fo neere the hearr, as the nd will be accounted wor- 
thily $kilfull and fortunate, chat ſhall be found able to cut out the 
forked end, without extreame prejudice to the head, and perhaps to

If theretore tor teane Theeves armed with piſtols in the name of 
Souldiers, aud authority of Pachiemear , to robbe all patlengers, co 
ritle Townes, and cunne like a peſtilence quice through a Countrey, 
the amazed inhabitants being bound to ſuffer, and he dumb; for none 
complaine but Delinquents. It tqbe trampled daily under the feete 
of ſtrangers , that rule and abuſe all honeft houſes with the abſolute 
controules of my Lord Daae : Or it the petulcnt humour of one fwel- 
ling fa&tion , ereRed by a proud City , and fire affociare Counties, 
equall in all the circuiuſtances of height , vaine glory avd idolatry, 
with Ne-uchadueR3@ 5 1mage, aud waiied upon by the lame terro:s 
of command , delerve to be embraced by us as our liberty. Why 
then there is no more to be done but fail downe before the Autbors of 
it , and wo/(hip them as 0ur tuteler Angis, and the Gods of our pre- 
ſixvition. Butlfeare we are ina wrong way : is there not death in 
the pot ? How ſhall any man ( got wholly forſaken of his reaſon ) be 
able to apprehend a liberry , when he markes how the waſtfoll hand 
of ruine hath curned all our faire and fenced encloſures into a wilde 
and barrea Common. While $arab the free woman is deſpiſed by 
the bond- woman Hager, and 1/aah her iflue jeered out of his Fathers 
houſe by prophane 1/-19:e/ ; while oaths to a wicked purpoſe are for- 
ced againſt law and con(cience upon free Subjects , who for obeying 
ſound dorines are rooted out under the name of Papiſts, ſeditious, 
and Traytors to I know not what State ; while the Reverend Clergy, 
grave objects of all good mens honour , are o—_ every where, 
and perſecuted with the dildaines of gracelclie illiterate (coffers, 
while the 1iluſtrious Nobility and Princes ( the Kingdomes moſt po- 
liſhed and ſtately pillars ) are hewen down daily , and mucthered by 
baſe hands, or reſtrained in the cuſtody of churliſh Jaylors. And

mers private Calling , have been fatall to the world, and pow- 
red out like the viols of Gods wrath upon the Nations of Chriſten-

By the firſt , the Eaſtern Empire was worried to the laſt bit, and 
not allowed ſo much as a faire monument to intimulate her bones or 
burnt aſhes in , or the leaſt Inſcription for a memoriall to fignifie the 
beavrty and flouriſhing of ſo Soveraign a greatnefſe. 

The ſecond have diſtempered many Lands with the peſtilent fea- 
vers of Inſurre&tion and change , filling all ' Courts where they ap- 
peare with the vertigo , and ſhaking the proſperity of States at their 
toundations like an Earth- quake. 

By the laſt , wee have here in our owne grieved eyes, three noble 
Kingdomes , larely in health, and of a beautifull forme , now lying 
at the mercy of miſchievous men , deſperately ficke , horribly disf- 
gured, and ready to refign their rormented ſpirits into the hands of 
any that will rake them ; If the juſtice of God drawne downe by the 
prayers of faithfull mea deſtroy not theſe Charmers, and the operati- 
on of cheir ſpells. 

Theſe boaſt of nothing but their commnnion with God , divine 
raprures and infpirations, or rather revelations from above : all 
which ( being a ſpurious brood , begotten in fornication , berwixt 
ſprirituall pride and humane invention ) they charge upon a noble 
Parent , and preſume to call chem by her name, Rel:gion, 

Whereot by force , money or flattery they will needs cozen the 
world , and imprint in our belieſes, that they themſelves are the on- 
6 and undoubred Standards : but late! angus 'm berbir, the times 

all likewife come ( 1 feare they are preſent already ) when wen ſhal 
give care io FaF'es, and themielves to be illuded by lying ſpirits, 
ſaying, here, an4 there 13 Chr ,ft, Bur they thar are Circumiſpett , be- 
ing likewiſe prxnon:!ſhed , will not lend too haſty acredit to that, 
or this impoſſible Novelty : ſuch as delight ro deceive , or be decci- 
ved , may vſe their pleaſure, _. 

Having done with the E x»rdium, I goe on t1 the reſt not tying 
n:y felfe preciſely ro a method , or the diſtin& parts of a Theame, 
for ſeare of ofteiice 10 our Religions ,, whogrannot abide to behold 
the abhomination of lcathed 0+! in any thing , wichour {xc rifis 
from a windy ſtom:cke, and calting up his ſick Gorge. 

Fiſt, in an mſulting faſhion the Pretenders advance their Enfigns 
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in oor view , and proclaime themſelves Champions tor the true Pro- 
teſtant Religion 3 wherec j«+ de{pigl t of her commands to forbeare, 
an4 the menace of her curſe, they atfume che c:iftody,v& uncontrow!'d 
ruition , making themſelves protettors to this Royall Princetiſe, as 
the third Richn) & was to his Nephew the tfth Z.ward; thruſt her in- 
ro dacke priſon , whillt chey bring into light and favour their owre 
impieties, and Crowne 4 moft deformed and crook-back'd folly ;

B3 Mulick, holy David, a man after Gods own hearr, and there- 
fore icter for Imitation, exprefled his gladnefſe in the ſervice of his 
God, and commanded it as a leading Circumſtance, and vety behoofe- 
full ro divine worihip. Whereunco he added farther, two perſonall 
Aqts of extreme Liphineffe z for he put on a Surplice, or linnen gat- 
ment, and daunced after his Minſtrells almoſt naked before the Arke, 
and Maidens of 1/racl. 

Thrice happy was it for David, that he played theſe prankes in 
Zeruſalem, for had he ated them in London, amongſt the S.:!edrim of

Secondly, Becauſe all men © | approved ſufticiency, and ſan&ined 
Judzements amongſt our ſelves, have alwayes confirmed them,- by 
their own practiſe, and-delivered them to che. worid for good, and ho- 
ly : And forraigners alſo, & Mounfienc de Mouliz, thac great Lumi- 
nary of Frawzc, hath not failed to preferre this of-ours, for devotion, 
gravity, and majeſty, to all the Churches in the Chriſtian world. 

Thirdly , Becauſe we make not Ceremonies the matter of Gods 
worſbip, but powerfull furtherances. Not Moſes that prayes , but 
Aaron and Hur deputed to ſupport the weak hands of devotion, and 
hold them ſteddy to their poltwe of divine elevation , when they 
ware heavy and ut 3 for haggard nature will certainly turn taile, 
and hinder the flight of Grace by her ſluggiſh wearinetle. Nay, faich 
it ſelfe, cither fainting at the long journey , or overcome by luck a 
love as made David once indulgent, and too Carefull tor the Traytor 
Abjalom, will likewiſe take occaſion to fit downe, that ſeeming to reſt 
her ſclfe, ſhee may ſtay for her loytering Companion, d floyall fleſh, 
which is alwayes framing excuulcs in ſpirituall Exerciſes, and roo fre- 
quently tycing. 

Laſtly, Becauſe the Church Commanded the uſe of them, ro whom 
all faithfull Chriſtiaus will yee'd a cheerfull reverence, and ſubmir wil- 
lingly : And fo wilt thou, { rhoa beclt a true Sonne, bur if a Baſtard,

The conſpiracy by the German B7ores, ca!led Lige Sarwaria, 
prere ided to hee for Religion ; and their ſecond rifing tor the Game 
Ccau'e, charged upon the Proteſtants ttt by Km s agenrs ro their dif- 
grace ; and now by theſe Schiſ.narickes, ro the death of Religion, 
were ſo far fiom any ſympathy with the reformet Crurches, that 
their watch word was Oy Laty, ro whoſe good grace and tuition 
thry recommende1 themſelves and che pro'per ity of their nprow'e ; 
In honour of wh »m they were boun1 to lay davly He Ave Mor 4s, as 
to their fingular Protefrefle. All cheſe diretted their revenging arms 
againſt che pride and oppreſſion of their grating Land 0.445 , then- 
ſelves opeuly denying the Religion, or any knowledge of the 
G»ſpel. 

The Princes of Germany commenced no voluntary War againſt 
Ch r/ts the Emyverour, bur being rather invaded by him, that in the 
honger of his awhition, laboured wich a!l his might to conſolidate his 
own looſe 1nrereſt ad 4s 44 Freagneile in the heredirary domini- 
on of char ww oſt 44 cient, wealrhy Imperial] (oyle, fee tg greedi- 
ly ro devoure all ther priviledges that hindeged him , they did no 
more then what cheir reſp gt ro honour and crew (hes welfare led 
them to, being free Princes, they howeſtly defended the nfelves and 
the eſtabliſh.d r-ght of the Emprre agiinſt a ſtranger that invated 
them, and ender0ured their ſubverſion withour a caule.

The Swizzers of Beywa werenever ſubjeRt ro the Dake of Sevy, 
and chereface raiſed nd war agaiaſt cic Prince, nor for Religion, as 
their exemies miſreported them 3 but rather to take certain Townes 
and Caitles of his, which borderiag upon their Fromtiers, never cea- 
ted © rob and vex that quiet people, by the continuall excurſion of 
theic gairiſou. 
The quarels of the Freach Proteſt unts w* their frequent battels, were 
always 1 acher pittied then comended by the fairhfull ia the Church of 
Engla-.d,(iom whi | beleeve they never received fomencation of aid, 
bur what was granted for politique ad and ſoundly delibera- 
ted by reaſons ul State ; although before they made uſe of reſiſtance, 
no people could be mate cruelly enforced, nor ſtretched by greater 
extremicies ©: che higelt criall of their faich and patience, which ſa 
coaficmed then in chew Priaces truſt, alchough a Papiſt, as he called 
them olten to his own reſcue, and interpoſed cheic tim loya'ty n.ore 
then once , as a fate Bulwarke berwixt his life ang che craxerousat- 
temprts of his ocher ſubjetts, men of his own Religion , buc whally 
refigned to the Spaniſh Fattion, infomuch as Lews chacr laſt died, t 
Fr ench king,being demanded why he(a Carholick&8om1 ) would ſuffer 
ſo many Proteſtants in his Life-guard ?

Now we ſhall hold ic faſter, it ſpeakes a generall Conſpiracy , and 
hate ro Monarchy, 1 ſhall give you the morall of it, which you ace 
nor to deſpiſe , becauſe it lookes like one of «4/op1 Fables ; for it is 
believed by many , that that poore Philoſopher had more narrow in 
his bones , then the wiſeſt of the Faftion hath braines in his Righr 
Worthipfull noddle , rake it therefore in good part , and bec 
thankfull. 

A numerous flocke of the common ſort of Fowle, every man knows 
them 3 yet I'le repeate a few Dawes, Pies, (rowes, Ravens, Docte- 
rils, Buxx&ds, Gandirs ;, Geeſe were held conſiderable roo, and had 
ſome relation : bur at large, #.gims, Woodeochs, (uchoves, Cormorants, 
and the like.

This begor repinings, which encreaſt ro feare and wonder , when 
they ſaw and heard their young ones (ejzed upon for preſent feeding, 
and thoſe that were elder, ſlaughtered daily, and powdered up for a 
deare yeare, then they repented their change, wiſh'd for their 
owne Governour, and fight in vaine. For as if all theſe ſacrifices were 
coo ſwall ro expiate fo greata ſinve as their Rebellion.

The wretched 'Plebeans fall by theuſands, and cry to their new 
Lords 3 who being ſufficiently enriched @d ſtored in other places, 
will not abide the danger , but abandon them, aud flye ; the Owle 
inro the Deſart agaiiie, and the ſcabbed Cuckoo to his hollow tree 
rhe poore Traytors their Subjeds cannot follow for want of wings,

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png them by their greedy Senators, and therefore more then 

conſumed, naked, and ſtarved. The miſerable Fop doodles ſab- 
mit, and were received to mercy. Had not the fuoles done better to 
have beene quiet when they. were well ?

when it beho'ds him only with the eye of concemplatiou. Belike he 
fancied a chanrge too in Heaven , and a new government : but we ſee 
he was made a Devil for his labour. I wiſh all aſpirers would ſeriouſly 
conſider this. 

For my owne part , whereſoever 1 ſhall perceive a Parliament, 
though calling chemſelves Proteſtanrs , yer bufied ro chaſe away their 
King, to expell the chiefe Paſtors of the Church , and put unity to 
flight 3 Toeſtabliſh Decrees againſt order, to deſpiſe the power of the 
kcyes in the Miniſtry , xo deny the traditions alwayes knowne and 
confeſt ro be Apoſtolicall : aud) ;lly arrogate to themſelves rhar 
holy anthoriry to be the ſole Judge i$;all cauſes within the Realime a- 
bove him, to whom as great Lievtenan®pon Earth to his ſacred Ma- 
jeſtie in Heaven, that ſuperlative Title imnRdirely belongs. 1 fay tha; 
1 am reſolved to give all my part in ſuch DoRrines to the Divel whoſe 
they are, and the men that profetſe them to the Sp a»yb Inquifition, to 
be puniſht withowt mercy , for bearing the world in hand all thi. 


whil, 
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while that the Pope is Auticbrift , yet now allume the name , office, 
and execution of it ro themſeves. 

The violent death of one Y ave:b, and forcing of a fimple Vineyard 
bronght deftruftion to Abab, and the dogs ro make a feaſt upon the 
faire body of painted Zexqve. Many thoaſands of innocent I aborhs 
for their obedience to the Lawes, and a ſound conſcience which binds 
them. to ſerve their Prince againit ail men, have falne under your 
murthering ſwords, whoſe ampic Inheritance you likewiſe meane 
ſhall ftop up all gaps , and be ſhared amongſt your ſelves : and with 
good reafon , becauſe reſolving to be like Abav, him that fold him- 
lcife ro worke wickednefſe 3 you mutt firlt kill , and then take polleſ- 
hon for otherwiſe farre bee it from you to be counted the authors of 
ſhedding ſo much innocent blood, except it may likewiſe appeare you 
were firſt hired to it', and like the Braves of Italy did it for 
reward. 

The King whom you know is Gods Vicegerent on earth , and 
therefore endued with a plenaall power , like his that ordained him, 
humbled himſelfe to the lawes, and licenſed the meaneſt Subjes, ro 
ſue him, and recover dammages if his cauſe had equity ; but who ſhall 
commence an ation againſt you,whoſe meer will is made the King- 
doms rule, or rather Diery, inforcing not only our conſents to it, bur 
divine worſhip, and a confeffion that you cannot erre, whoſe Cove- 
nant Ordinances have roared ſo lowd and horribly , that the weak 
voyce of the Lawes is drowned in the thunder of them, and grown ſo 
hoarce with exclaiming againſt your madnefſe, that now they can 
hardly whiſper, and not ſpeak to be underſtood. Truly the whole na- 
rion muſt be the Plaintiffte and the Aion, for making our habirati- 
ons deſolate, and turning this fruicfull Land into a barren Wildec- 
nefle. 

You terrific us with your Name, and call your ſelves the Parliament, 
yet in all our fights you want your Head, both your Armes, and your 
right Legge, having bur the lefr roſtand upon, and the Trunk with 
the Gurs and Execrements, to make up a Body. 

You juftifie the neceffity of rheſe changes by the groanes of Reli- 
gion, which you lay cried out for them, and had been Jead by this, os 
in a dangerous trance , had not you with violent chating recovesed 
her. 1 demand one thing of you,and I beſeech you an{wer me, Since 
the Reformation in King Edwagds ryne, hath ſalvation lwed in the 
Church of England, yea or f ſuppoſe you dare not anſwer nega- 
tively, for feare of Heaveny,Fiitning, and the worlds Jaughter. It at- 
ficmatively, why then ic 7 that withour all cheſe trications, pur- 
ges,incifions, vowits and bieedings, Religion was ſound before ar the 
heart, the ſubſtance pure,and full of nouriſhment, and onely a li;cle

Ponder this upon your drowhe pillowes, all ye whoſe afteions 

heing f'rm to yaur 'Soveraigne, that (uffer your ſelves to be rid by this 
Night mare, |truggle with che bad blood that opprefiſes you, as men 
upon whom the gates of Iron, Sleep, being faſt locked, are wont. to 
groan and murmuce fruitleſly at rhe pains which inwardly vex therh. 
Rouze your ſelves, my frieads, and look about you, be not like a 
Hole or ule Khich ivve 0 wideiltanding,but come to the know- 
ledy of your Own lt1ength, which by 1 tor courage, honeſty, and 
number,aic able eilily 10 breax their 'uds alunder , and caſt their 
cords from you at 4'y tive when you ate bur truly awake, and re- 
freſhed with the ative {pitir ot honour that now flumbers in you.

© metle? Or doe we not like mangy children, flatter the paine of

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our (cabs, wich the pleaſure of ſcratching them ; which is ſo far from 
healing» that it doubles their rorment. I feare we are crack'd too, vc 
have all this while been in a deper conſumption, not only of fortune, 
but vertue, then our Adverſaries themſelves. Our excetfe in Oathes, 
our cruell _ of unarmed brethren , whoſe bread maintain'd us ; 
our inefle for their goods, and frequent ſurfeirmng in all volupru- 
ons Ryots » are pregnant ſymptomes of a dangerous ficknefſe in us- 
Shall I deale plainely with you my hearts, and have as lirtle love as 
thankes for my labour : I ave beſtowed (you fee ) what lay upper- 
moſt upon others, but for you I have reſerved the boctome ( which 
according to the proverbe ( the deeper the {weeter ) muſt needs he 
beſt; Have you not heard that a good Cauſe is often loſt by wicked 1n- 
ſtruments ? Read 7oſbuab 5. there you will finde the 1/raelives ( chil- 
dren of the Promiſe ) notable toſtand in Battle before the Infidels 
of Ai. Achans golden wedge, and the Babylon ſb garment had becray- 
ed his Nation to the ford bi Generall to the diſgrace of a petty 1- 
verthrow , his Enemies to be puft up with che ſhort triumph of a de- 
ceirfull victory, and the whole Campe to a curſe ; which was fina!ly 
purged away 1n the blood of the Treſpatier. Here was pride ard co- 
vetOuſnelle repaid (not with the fingle death of a man) but of a Fami- 
ly and the hazard of a numerous Army. This pillage is called itoln in 
Scriprure z yet they were the ſpoyles of an Enemie , and ſeemed to 
be purchaſed in a faire War. Wha: then will be imputed to many of 
us that have made no difticulty to rifle our Countrey-men, Kinſmen, 
and neightours, when they entertained and truſted us. 

Zimrie's fornication with {'#5b: was uot unvifited ; that Prince and 
Captaine of his Tribe muſt needs have a wench , and had her with a 
vengeance 3 for the Spear of Eliager made them both Twins in death, 
and ſent their amorous ſoules to bewaile for ever the fraile pleaſure 
of their bodies that laſted not an houre. But did revenge tay here? 
nothing letſe. It rather diſpatched 24000. more to waite upon the 
firſt couple, who ( we read ) were Princes, and had conſumed longer, 
if Eliazer's zeale and the prayers of Foſbuab had nor entreated it. 

That jolly King of Babe/, Bel:hi3ar, had a minde to be drunke 
with a thouſand of his Captaines, in the very face and 9i{daine of his 
Enemie Dares that betieged him, and in the Height of his liquor to 
be prophane too ; for then no Veſſels would ſerve him to qunafte 
out of, bur ſuch as were — The iflue of this mirth was 
movrnfull : a hand-writing upon the Þ&g!l neſt rent. fhes him , and they 
his Enemie deprives him of life. Bef Dt Rova!! 2 icchanalrnn cold 
recover his wits, his Subjects the Ba niet were. mallacred, and the 
Empire tranſlated to the Meats. 


Ler me not tire you with one example more, the hiſtory of Ho ';- 


the end of the fſirnes is notable 3 For if wee compare the man with his Commiſion, 


(haprer. 


wee 
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vee (hal Fade him probably the greateſt Zenerall, employel1 by che 
mi2hrieſt Monarch ac that time living. while he kept his cempe: ance, 
we read a catalogue of N»rions ſubdued by him : but when hee grew 
debawched , hce made himſelfe the ſcorne of fortane ; For when the 
d/folure man feewed careſull of infet rour things , hee negleRed his 
owne head , and therefore loſt ir w1thily : Firſt, by wine for a few 
houres, and after by a woman for ever. 

Ler vs enquire of the pe 6 Feremie 2 reaſon why the Land 
mournes , and he refers us to the peoples ſwearing. If a man now a- 
days remembers not to tithe his words with a God- dom- mee, he ſeems 
ro forget himlelfe highly , and Icoſe reputation. He that is baſhfull, 
and makes a conſcience of ſuch generous qualities, a Decree goes our. 
agaiuli him, we judge him for no right Cavallier, nor the Kings friend. 
Or if another will not drinke tili his Imagination coynes miracles ro 
make him ice ſtars at noone, and take the Mqone-ſhine for a new Ri- 
ver ſpringing vp in a dry greund at mid-night a raſh verdi& findes 
tm guilty ſt:eight , and we condems him for a preciſe fellow, Cox- 
comb, and a Round-head. Certainly if Ebriety & Oathes are the price 
of Heaven, the bleſſing is ours, for we ourt- bid the world for it : bur if 
not, take heed ir belong not rather to our Adverſaries, who are, or 
ſeeme to be (in theſe) much more reſerv'd. 

Yet we ſay in matters of Religion, our Oppoſites are all forme, and 
therefore we deride them becauſe they are nor more. A form indeed 
alone is only a ſhadowof piety ; the ſubſtance whereof cannot lodge 
in that heart, whoſe chanibers are haunted with evill ſpirits, or taken 
up for death by his grim harbinger, Rebellion; Yera forme is ſome- 
thing : and ſomething we know hath ſome favour : bur what are wee,

heate. And thus to avoid th-gMpocrite, | feare we fplit our hope of 
Heaven vypon a harder roc'& ( if poftthly ) the Atheiilt. 

Solomon tells us thit the wounds of a friend are better them the þ (ſts 
of an (meme. Read me therefore a little further if you pleaſe, and let 
2s ſufter the recognition of our faults with as much patience and grief 
as 
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as [ remember them. Wee all covet to be renowned, and coun ted 
worthy : I ſay ( if we jeſt nor )) it is a faire ambition : Bur then to the 
point, how, will we merit this eliceme in carneſt , and what are thoſe 
compofitions required ro the making up of a gallant man. Truly nv 
lefſc then a reall intereſt. in all the Cardinall vercues- 

1. Wee muſt be juſt ; neither to defraud , nor rake by violence. 

2. Fortirude leads us on to bend the proud heads of the moſt mite- 
rable dithculties to our deſires ; with an Adamantine retolution , and 
entertaine all all accidcnrs, as we!l ro the frownes, as [miles of fortune 
with a nrm minde that's evenly ballanced. 

3%! By prudence we lore-ice dangeis, and their prevention. Wee 
k1 ow how to obey, what ro command, and when to execyre. 

4'*. By temperance ; chictlywe are empaled with ſuch a modera- 
tion and (taidnetfe of minde, as makes us happily tamiliar , and capa- 
ble both of delight and iflue from the other three ; which withour the 
laſt wonld like vifhons of Imagination appeare, perhaps, fometinies 
brigh: ſhapes, within the circle of our underſtandings , and ſeenie to 
feede a little upon the wild fruit that growes theie : bot hading our- 
Fences down, throwne open, or diſtempered, they will quickiy retire 
and hee prune apaine. 

Thele excellent quatities ſeldome trufting their converſations long, 
but themſelves never with ſuch ſpirits as are not truly vigilant, attive, 
and entire, alwayes couiting them for a continuxtion Of the 01d love, 
and an acceſſion ro new and higher favours. 

If thereſvre we enyoy not theſe which are ellſentially good in fone 
true mealwe , all our other tlouriſhes will prove but empty vapours, 
which ( vaniſhing like the fumes of our Tobacco ) will profit us no-. 
thing ; God is jealous, and will not he mocked. 

Brave men ( for 1 ſpeak not only to the private Souldier of Horſe 
or Foote : but to the ticld- Cthcers of both, and to the molt enii- 
nent amone{t them ) Lecauſe | fee you ſtand upon Thornes as tyred 
with a long ieproofe 3 1 ſhall therefore winde up the thread of it in 
a line or two more, and ſo give you the boxe Congee for a Va- 
lediftion. 

We enter into the rorles of Warre to tight and enrich ovr ſelves , 
tis granted : but whether ſhall we runne to Nude wealth ? not to 2n 
honelt man's purſe in eld, or chelt aqhome ? not to unjuſt / Ts, NCT

The ticafure here kN 
audlinetle is the greatelt gaine, tot it carries with it the pron tHe of a 
Competency in this ine, and fulaclie in the life ro cove : 1:17 cn wee

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be endowed wirh ſuch a grace from God, and the light of ir not thine 
before men ? Be rightly tor the Ring, and yet aſhanied to ſerve God, 
by whom the King muſt proſper, it 15 not poſſible ! Would God there- 
fore we would no longer be deceived, bur fa'iion our ſelves to thoſe 
duries of Piety, and {uch a behaviour as wiil ſkew honeſt in Souldiers, 
honoutab'e in Comn.a::deis of qualiry , and comely in all as conſcio- 
nable men ai'd Chi:ttians 3 that to (having made our peace with him) 
that is the God of War , whoſe wrath hath beene rhe maine impedi- 
ment to our ſuccelſes. Wee way redeeine the infancy of our over- 
thrywes with the glory ofa compleat vidtury to extinguiſh Ulurpers. 
Light the Kings Toich againe, revenge him upon his Adverſaries, and 
reſtore Religion, the Laws and people to their purity, authoruy, aud 
!'1ecdonis z In the beactit whet of we ſhall divide as honoured ſharers, 
ard 01 mm. merits wall (ue. 

But while we leare, ar.d flye from men, if we turne our rage upon 
God, and dart det ances at Heaven, from our frequent ſwearing and 
accultomied prophanation. A'l the ſervice wee can doe our Prince, 
that I kuow , will bee the lame wee have done formerly ; weigh him 
downe with our fins in a tew daycs , much more then our ſwords will 
be able to raiſe him agai'e in as {ew yeaies , and then our deeds will 
give our profeffions the lye.

This engroſſing imo a few hands 
undoes all ; Your Majelſtie may tinde many, | nicane ſuch as can loos 
at verrve, and travell co the reward of itz Heaven , without piving 
their way with filver, or purlomng gold to cleare their eye gh: : 
thar may be Superviſers to your Treaſurers , (ee the's receipts dilpo- 
ſed to a right uſe , and moderate berwixt your Committees, and the 
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poore Countrey, which at laſt (hall be ſure to pay for all, and paſſe 
unpirtyed without ſtrict looking roo. 

From hence your Courts ot Watrre ( the Schonles of Officers ) wil! 
likewiſe ceaſe to be ca-pry Pageants let our for ſhew, and be enrichc 
with bufinefle of ſuch authority as will not winke at faults , nor pa!!i- 
ate crimes for want of pay, in the oftenders : bur Jooke upon then 
with a hery eye, to burne up all that are infettious, with the conſu- 
ming teames of Juſtice. For Sir, theſe Courts pur feare 'ato yo ; 
Sruldiers , into your wilder Officers, a care weanes them iti geners!! 
{; Om looſer exerciles, and bindes many of the'r houres to ubte: var; - 
on, ſilence, and unwonred gravity ; which ſtealing them by degree: 
into the rudiments of their Calling, fits chem ear!y for grea: emp! +1 - 
ments, and makes them wiſe before they are aware. 

Laſtly, It doubles your Commanders {pirit, for it confirmes his e- 
ſteeme, and evgrattes him in his (ouldiers loves, chietly ten wheu he 
tecles himſelfe able t5 reward eſpeciall merirs in particular men, 
{omerimes ont of a private purſe ; For as all Officers ( grudging to be 
bounrifull, where rhey finde a man does well, above the common task 
that duty impoſes ) are reputed unworthy, and rather the heires of 
earth then honour. $9 when the occation is preſent, and the will pre- 
pared, there cannot be a ſharper coraſive ro generous loules , then 
when the meanes is wanting. lt is true, wee are hound to reverence 
thoſe whom your Majeſtics favour, or their owne high Births have fin- 
pled from the lower Ranke ; yet queſtionlelle , the true Nobility of 
mind is often found in meaner men, cſpecially of this profeſſion ; I 
wiſh vertve could be as well entail'd upon the ſonnes of Lords , as 
dignity and large polleflions. Sir, in few words, your Genera!ls 
way glory in their copious Muſters, and doe ſomething with an Army 
unpaid, while men are freſh, and their hope lively : but theſe grow- 
ing a little ry.ed and refty with a lingring expettation , the beſt will 
hardly gghr couragiouſly and conſtantly without founie feeling.
